Senator Reagan seems to be preparing for his an- 
nual attack on the retired lists of the Army aud 
ee! On bis motion the Senate adepted Dec. 21a 
resolution calling on the Secretary of War and 
Secretary of Treasury for a complete list of officers 
of the Army and judicial offivers who have been re 
tired since March 31, 1888, the date to which the lists 
were previously compiled and forwarded to the 
Senate in obedience to a Senate resolution. Mr. 
Reagan's object in calling for this information is to 
show the extent to which the retired lists have 
grown, and to use the data as an argumeut against 
a further increase by the passage of uny of the 
many pending private relief measures. 

The bills for the relief of the sufferers by the 
wrecks of the Trenton, Vandalia and Nipsic, at 
Samoa, for a naval reserve, and to promote the edi- 
ciency of the enlisted force of the Navy, which

RECENT DEATHS. 


COLONEL LANGDON has very properly taken notice 
of the death of General Vogdes, his predecessor in 
command of the 1st Artillery. He gives in a regi- 
mental order his official record and adds to it the 
following: 

Genera! Vogdes was in many respects a remarkable man. 
He was gifted with a most retentive memory and great 
powers ot original thought and analysis. He was a diligent 
student of history and biography, and his mind was richly 
stored with al! that was of vaiue in the art of war, ancient 
or modern. While he had not the least ambition as an au- 
thor, bis opinions were eagerly sought for by many of those 
interested in current operations of war at home and abrvad. 
From the very inception of the great rebellion General 
(then Captain) Vogdes assumed a firm and decided attitude 
asa Unioo man, and was always ready and outspoken witb 
convincing reasons for the faith that wasinhbim. While 
surrounded on every side by enemies of the country be was 
fearless and uncompromising in his denunciation ot treason. 
No truer patriot ever lived, none more willing to give his 
life for his country. In private lite he was kind, hospitable, 
sympathetic and true ino his friendships. Those who 
knew him best will ever remember him with kindness. The 
sympathies of the regiment are tendered to the members of 
his family in their irreparable loss, 


Mr. Henry D. WALLEN, who died in New York 
City Dec. 23, was the eldest son of the late General 
Henry D. Wallen, U.S. A. He was graduated from 
West Point in 1867, promoted 2d lieutenant 3U U. 8. 
Art., served in garrison at Fort Sullivan, Me., until 
1869, and on May 13 of that year was transferred to 
the 2lst Infantry. He was honorably discharged, 
at his own request, Sept. 1, 1870, to accept the posi 
tion of superintendent of a branch of the Pitts- 
burg and Fort Wayne Railroad. About fifteen 
——_ ago he settled in Grand Rapids, Mich., where 

e established himself in the iron trade, carrying on 
a large and successful business. He was one of the 
leading men of the place and was largely interested 
in maby other business enterprises, especially that 
of electric lighting. He married a daughter of the 
late Gen. George W. , Who survives him. He 
also leaves two sons. 


THOMAS JEFEERSON WHIPPLE, who died Dec. 21, 
served during the Mexican War was a 1st lieutenant 
and adjutant of the 9th U. 8S. Infantry, was A. D. C. 
to General Lane, distinguished in the Battle of At- 
lixco, and resigned February 23, 1848. During a por 
tioa of the Civil War he served as colonel of the 4th 
New Hampshire Volunteers. He was one of New 
Hampshire's best known lawyers.

and sound judgment so essential in all tribunals of justice 
or discipline is painfully apparent.” 








ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Tae Secretary of War, Dec. 20, transmitted to the 
Hou.e a recommendation by Major General Scho- 
field, that the act of the last session appropriating 
$20,000 to meet the expense of heavy artillery prac- 
tice be amended so as to permit of the purchase 
abroad of certain instruments not obtainable in this 
country. Gen. Schofield says that there is especial 
need for chronographs and instruments to measure 
pressure, as it is believed by ~~ artillery ex- 
perts, that the disastrous bursting of heavy guns in 
foreign service, with creat loss of life, has been due, 
not so much to defective construction, as tosome 
not well understood change in the composition of 
the powder, which, in vonnection with the immense 
mass of the charge, results in the phenomenon of 
detonation instead of explosion. 





The proposition of Prof. Emmons to convert ob 
solete Rodman guns into breech-loading howitzers 
was under consideration at the last meeting of the 
Ordnance and Fortification Board, but as all the 
details as to the process of conversion had not been 
submitted it was decided to postpone action until 
the meeting in January. ‘he subject of a site for a 
new provipg ground was also considered, but no 
final conclusions were reached. Capt. Morrison, 
O. D., severed his connection with the Hoard at the 
last meeting, Capt. Taylor, O. D., will take his 
place as recorder when the Board meets again. 





A new 3.6-inch B. L. tield mortar, the first of the 
kind buiit vy the Ordnance Department of the 
zsi@y, thirteen rouuds were fired at Sandy Hook 
Jast week, twelve being simply powder tesis. The 
thirteenth was for accuravy, and, it is reported, gave 
very good results. Elevated at an angle ot 45 de- 
grees, the shell was dropped within the limit con- 
templated, and the weapon worked smoothly and 
woll. The same charge is used in this mortar as 
tbat prescribed for the 3.6-in. B. L. field gun. 





There has recently been built at the Royal Ar- 
senal of Spezia,from the plans of Commander 
Borghi, a pontoon for the trial of heavy pieces of 
ordnance, which are mounstedtupon it 10 a manner 
analogous to that employed in the large Italian 
ironclads, The pontooo—which is constructed en- 
tirely of iron, and is diviued into compartments—is 
provided with hydraulic mechanism for the load- 
ing aud pointicng of the guns, electric ap- 
paratus for firing them, and all other necessary ac 
cessories. The general direction of the fire is 
attaiuzed by movement of the pontoon, the hori- 
zoutal aim by rotatioa of the platform, and the 
perpendicular by the elevation and depression of 
the piece itself. Such trials are now conducted at 
Muggiano, on the eastern cvast of the Gulf of Spe- 
zia, pear Santo Bartolomeo.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


U. 8. Navy Ro2gulations, Circular No. 67, N, D., 
Dec. 17, 1889, gives directions for the care of the 
machinery and boilers of naval vessels on arrival in 
port and on going out of commission. The com- 
manding officer is required to see that the require- 
ments of the circular are enforced. 

Dr. GATLING has submitted to the Navy De- 
partment a de=ign for a new sea-going torpedo boat, 
which, he believes, will develop phenomenally high 
speed. Its dimensions are 156 feet long, 18 feet 
beam, and 6 feet draught, with a displacement of 
125 tons. Dr. Gatling proposes to put engines of 
2,000 horse power in his boat. 

Tue “ Naval Apprentice” says: “The new bath 
room for the appreatices of the OU. 8. Naval Train- 
ing Station at Newport. R. I., is the most complete 
one of its kind, having 16 large baths supplied with 
bot and cold water. The room is large and airy and 
adds greatly to the health and comfort of the boys. 
Adjoining this room is the drying house where wet 
clothes of the boys van be dried very quickly.

NAVAL CHANGES IMPENDING. 


A NUMBER of changes in high Navy commands 
will take piace early in the new year. On Jan. 1, 
Commodore Brown, after nearly four years succe:s- 
ful administration of affairs as commandant of the 
Norfolk Navy Yard, will proceed to Honolulu to 
relieve Rear Admiral Kimberly, who will relin- 
quish command of the Pacific Station, and pro- 
ceed bomeward on Jan. 15.

THE TORPEDO BOAT CUSHING. 


Brisrou, R. I., Dec. 22. 


THERE 18 no doubt that the new sea-going torpedo 
boat No. 1, bearing the name of ng. will be 
the finest of the marvellous productions of the blind 
boat builder, Herreshoff, from whose yard here she 
will soon be launched. 

Commander G. A. Converse, U.S. N., has charge 
of ber construction. She is 138 feet long, 15 feet 
wide, 10 feet deep, and draws4 feet 4 inches. Her 
displacement is about 100 tons. The Cushing is re- 
quired by contract to make 22 knots an hour. For 
every fourth of a mile above 23 koots per hour, 
Cocle Sam offers to pay the blind boat builder a 
bonus of $1,500, and for every quarter of a knot 
above 24 knots per hour, he will pay Mr. Herreshoff 
a bunus of $2,000. 

The Cushing will be an extraordinary powerful 
craft. That oceau greyhound, the steamer City of 
Paris, has a displacement of 10,000 tons and 16,000 
borse power, a ratio of borse power to displacement 
of 16to1. The Cushing's displacement will be just 
103 tons, and her maximum horse power 1,600, 
showing a ratio of 16 to 1. (So that if ber model 
is all rigbt—it is that of a long, shoal water fiyer— 
a may be calculated upon to do some wonderful 
things. 

Zhe hull of the Cushing is divided into 11 water- 
tight compartments. All the quarters are plainly 
but very comfortably furnished. She will carry 
35 tons of coal, and will have a coal endur- 
ance at maximum speed of 3000 knots. The 
hull is built throughout of steel plates, and 
there are over 125,000 rivets in it. y means of 
steam ejecting apparatus in each compartment and 
the donkey and other pumps, this little steel wonder 
should be able to blow out a volume of water equal 
to herown bulk in ten minutes, so that she can 
readily be kept afloat, even if badly injured. For 
61 feet of the amidship length the hull is practically 
double, the coal bunkers sheathing her sides to that 
extent. 

Above the water line the Cushing will show only 
two conning towers and two smokestacks. A whale- 
back runs from the forward conning tower to the 
bow. The whole deck is of steel, and curved so as 
to deflect shot. The little wooden top hamper used 
on deck can be readily detached upon clearing the 
ship for action. 

To every respect save in the condenser the Cush- 
ing 1s a twin boat. The twu Thornycroft water 
tube boilers were built by the Contivental Iron 
Works, of Brooklyn, N. Y., and are the first of the 
kind constructed in this country. They consist of 
two water legs and a round steam drum arranged 
somewhatin the shape of the letter A. Between 
these run the water tubes of the boiler, so bent as 
to present the greatest amount of heating surfave. 
Each boiler bas 34 feet of grate surface, 1,800 feet of 
heaticg surface, and two miles of steel tubing. The 
fire-rooms are arranged on the closed stoke hold 
principle. They will be closed nearly air-tight, and 
an efficient fan blower will force air down from an 
opening in the deck. The coal bunker protecting 
the engine will be drawn upon only after the others 
have been cleaned out. 

ln the Cushing's engine room is the maximum of 
power in the mmimum of space. The main engines 
are two sets of 5-cylinder quadruple expansion en- 
zines of 800 horse power, and there will be a total of 
28 steam cylinders on board. The high-pressure 
cylinders are 11 inches in diameter ; the first inter- 
mediate 16 inches, second intermediate 22 inches, 
and low pressure 22iaches. The stroke is 15 ipches, 
and the cranks are set so as to give the least vibra- 
tion. The two main shafts are 54 inches in diame- 
ter, 61 feet long, are of forged steel, and will carry 
twin propellers of manganese bronze 4 feet 2 inches 
in diameter, with 8 feet pitch. A reducing valve w 1! 
allow the use of direct steam at starting. The en- 
gine will be almost noiseless, and can easily be re- 
versed by one man. It has been tested three 
times the tensile strain required. The engine 
room will be manned at each watch by two cngi- 
neers, two oilers, and two water tenders. The water 
supply will be distilled from the sea. 

ibe conning towers are of one-quarter inch steel 
with double sliding doors, arranged so that one, it 
injured in action, can be substituted for another. 
Tbe towers are lighted by bull’s-eyes, and their 
domed tops may be elevated by screws so that four- 
inch clear space about the horizon may be had. Both 
towers are fitted with steering _ engine 
room, telegraph, and with voice: tu connecting 
the two towers. The command wil! be in the for- 
ward tower uatil thatis disabled, and will then be 
transferred to the after tower, where every move- 
ment made from the first has been duplicated by 
mechanical appliances. The forward tower has a 
steam tiller that will throw the helm from hard-a- 
port to bard-a starboard in threeand a half seconds, 
or before the vessel can travel ber length at full 
speed. One engine may be run at fulls and the 
other reversed at full speed. Tae rudder ropes are 
of wire. 

The automobile torpedoes will be fired ata apees 
of 40 feet per second, while the Cushing is travelling 
38 feet in the same time. They will be discharged by 
au explosivecompound. The two bow torpedo tubes 
are placed under the whaleback at an angleof 3 
degrees with thehorizon. They are 14 feet long and 
14 inches in diameter. The Cushing will also carry 
other torpedo tubes and rapid-fire guns mounted on 
deck. 

mm is expected that the vessel will be ventilated 
when in action by connecting the compartments 
with the outer jacket of the smokestack. The deck 
lights are so arranged that they may be darkened 
when — mg at night. The ship will be lighted 
by elec ty. 

tf the present winter is an open one it is likely 
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that the Cushing will be launched before March, 
and will beimmediately subjected to her speed trials 
on Narragansett Bay. 








THE SQUADRON OF EVOLUTION. 


Tue Squadron of Evolution, Admira! Walker com- 
manding, arrived at Lisbon, Portugal, Dec. 21. The 
Herald reporter telegraphs : 


Flag Lieut. Staunton. of the Chicago, said: “We had a very 
passage. We had light to moderate winds from west- 

southwest for five ays. and on the 12th a gale blew up 
from the south’ard. The wind was blowing very cousider- 
ably, hauling during the night to the southwest. In a beavy 
sea and rain mist we pa company with the Yorktown. 
She dropped astern out of sight having probably bove to 
for greater comfort. From the 12th to the 17th we had 
fresh breezes and moderate gales trom the southward and 
westward with a beavy sea. We passed the Western Islands 
on the 17th. From that date to the 21st we experienced plea- 
sant weather with littie or no wind. During the the 
squadron routine drills established by Admiral Walker were 
put into operation. The Ch , Boston and Atlanta showed 
excellent seaworthiness, maintaining speed and station with 
few changes in all weathers. The ships showed excellent 
coal endurance, the Chicago arriving here with 300 tons in 
ber bunkers, and the Boston and Atlanta with over 100 tons 
each. The squadron steamed ali the way from Boston to 
Lisbon at the rate of over 200 miles per day without the 
slightest injury to machinery and using something less than 
half boiler power. The ships are decidedly comforta 
and steady in a seaway, so much so as to show clearly that 
the gees could be easily fought in heavy weather. of 
all, it 1s satisfactory to know that all the officers and men 
are in excellent health. There were no accidents. We used 
sails whenever the wind was fair. My totel, the Braganza. 
is full of officers who have come to take dinner on land, an 
who wish to say that they are all well and will drink the 
health of all friends and relations at home and the time- 
honored Navy toast to * sweethearts and wives.’

THE PANAMA CANAL. 


THE prooters of the scheme for cutting the 
Isthmus of Panama are taking the last step that is 
open to them for Srongrag the work of excavation 
toa satisfactory issue. I[f this step is not attended 
with the success which is expected of it, the ulti- 
mate fate of the Panama Canal is assured, and it 
will be regarded henceforth as one of the most 
lamentable engineering failures of modern times. 
Under ordinary circumstances, something definite 
would have been done long before now, especially 
since those interested in the work will begin to 
clamor for explanation when the period of the 
original contract comesto aclose next year. It is 
this absence of explanation, and the inex- 
plicable reticence of the. French press, that 
account for the dilatoriness of negotiations for 
bringing the poceens position toaclimax. There 1s, 
however, such a vast amount of popular interest in 
the Panama Canal ia France, that the promoters 
have been compelled to do something to stave off, 
if possible, the ruin that seems inevitable. Ino order 
to accomplish this, they make no secret of the ne- 
cessity of reconstructing the society, and they have 
also decided to send out some engineering delegate 
to inspect the works, with a view to making a re- 
port on the best method of resuming the work of 
excavation. These engineers will leave for Central 
Awerica on Des. 10. Their report will bs awaited 
with considerable interest, for it will, to some ex- 
tent, reveal the true state of affairs, and will settle, 
onee for all, the possibility of cutting a canal 
through the Isthmus. It may also show whether 
the failure in the past has been due to the ill-chosen 
nature of the site, to the unhealthiness of the cli- 
mate, or to the unadaptibility of the machinery 
employed. The last-named factor seems to have 
contributed, in a great measure, to the difficulties 
lately experienced, and if this is found to be the 
ease, a striking commentary is afforded as to the 
efficiency of the French engineering appliances.— 
Engineer.

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AN ACT OF JUSTICE. 


WE are glad to see that Senator Chandler bas in- 
troduced a bill to pay the personal representatives 
of the late John Ericsson $13,940, with interest at 
five per cent. since 1857, the year in which the 
Court of Claims, by unanimous decision, agreed 
that this sum was due. A simple statement of the 
facts of the case is sufficient argument for the pas- 
sage of this bill. 

Previous to his transfer to this country in 1839 
John Ericsson had an experience of seven years in 
the study of artillery, and other subjects, as an 
officer of the Swedish Army, and had practiced his 
profession as a civil engineer in England for thir- 
teen years. During this time he gave special atten- 
tion to the subject of marine engineering, anc suc- 
cessfully applied the screw propeller as a substitute 
for the side wheel. In 18387 Lieutenant (after- 
wards Captain) Robert F. Stockton, U. 8S. N., 
Visited England on leave of absence. There he met 
Ericsson, and at once fell in with his ideas on the 
subject of naval construction. Three years before, 
Ericsson had planned a 12-inch wrought iron gun, 
and with this Stockton also fell in love. He was at 
this time a warm advocate of the introduction of 
steam into the American Navy, and he gave Erics- 
son the most positive assurances of his ability to 
procure authority to build a steam frigate for the 
United States Navy. 

Encouraged by this, and by other assurances that 
there was a fine opening for him on this side of the 
Atlantic, Ericsson resigned the position he held as 
supervising engineer on one of the leading English 
railroads and removed to New York. He brought 
with him here a wrought iron 12-inch gun, forged 
in England after his plans, and paid for by Captain 
Stockton. To this gun was subsequently given the 
name of the ‘‘Oregon.” It was tried at Sandy 
Hook, and after trial was surrounded by three 
hoops or bands to strengthen it. Thus reinforced, 
it was fired in the neighborhood of 200 times, often 
with charges expressly designed to test its strength. 
How thoroughly it endured the severe ordeal to 
which it was subjected can be seen by examining 
the gun. It is still in existence and may be found 
at the Brooklyn Navy-yard in company with an 
iron target, 44 inches thick, through which it 
pierced a hole in 1842, the gun being aimed by 
Ericsson himself. 

On his arrival in this country, Ericsson found 
that Stockton had no immediate use for him or his 
gun, as he was not able to realize his somewhat teo 
confident expectations of getting without delay an 
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order to build a steam vessel for the Navy. The 
order did not come until 1841 and meantime, Erics- 
son had devoted himself to introducing his screw 
into merchant vessels, fitting up 24 merchant ves- 
sels and one revenue cutter with this contrivance 
before it was applied to the Princeton. Ericsson 
had brought with him from England complete 
plans fora steam frigate and as soon as Stockton 
got authority, in the fall of 1841, to build it, he ap- 
plied to him for his assistance. It is important to 
remember the progress made at this time in intro- 
ducing the screw, for Ericsson’s suceess with that 
has been erroneously ascribed to its introduction on 
the Princeton. He was in the full tide of success 
when he dropped his work to build a war frigate for 
our Navy. 

Stockton was absolutely incapable himself of 
planning such a vessel, and never made a working 
drawing in his life, so far as we can learn. Cer- 
tainly, as the actual designer of the Princeton, her 
engines, her guns, her gun-carriages and gun-locks, 
etc., etc., was accustomed to say, there was not a 
thing in her as big as a pin’s-head which was not 
constructed from the designs of John Ericsson. He 
furnished in all 104 drawings to the scale, devoting 
to them 207 days of professional service, and he 

ould do twice as much work in this time as most 
men. Besides this, he gave 81 days of his time to 
superintendence, making altogether nearly a year 
of actual labor. He paid for his own office expenses, 
stationery, instruments, postages, carriers charges, 
cab hire and travelling expenses ot every descrip- 
tion. He filled the vessel with new ideas and 
patented contrivances and established her as the 
model which has ever since been followed in its 
main features, even the idea of coal protection find- 
ing place here. 

It was perfectly well understood betaveen Erics- 
son and Stockton that this service was in some way 
to be paid for. $1,150 was advanced to Ericsson 
during the progress of the work: with this excep- 
tion, not a dollar has ever been paid for the ser- 
vices here enumerated, nor a dollar for the patent 
rights so freely made use of. Ericsson furnished a 
detailed bill, amounting in all to $15,080, for bis 
services and expenses, leaving the question of his 
remuneration for the use of his patents wholly to 
the generosity of the Government. 

All of the Princeton bills were paid on the certi- 
tificate of Captain Stockton, and this bill would 
have been paid with the rest, as Stockton privately 
admitted, but for the fact that Ericsson had the 
misfortune to give mortal offence to the Captain. 
Stockton had built on the model of the gun im- 
ported by Ericsson a gun which he called the 
‘* Peacemaker.” To this he supposed he had given 
additional strength by thickening it at the breech. 
Ericsson believed that this gun would stand, but he 
had very much more confidence in his own English 
forged gun, aud urged Stockton to fire that on 
occasions of display ia preference to his own gun. 

This advice was not followed, and the ‘‘ Peace- 
maker” exploded one day, killing two members of 
the cabinet of President Tyler, the father of the 
young lady whom he soon ofterwards married and 
several others. Up to this time, Stockton had 
almost wholly ignored Ericsson’s connection with 
the vessel he was displaying, and had not so much 
as invited him to attend the exhibitions of her per- 
formance. Now he sent for him in hot haste. To 
this summons the indignant inventor refused to re- 

spond, declaring, in the vigorous language to which 
he was accustomed, that he did not propose to have 
Stockton take the credit for the vessel as a whole 
and saddle upon his shoulders the responsibility for 
the lamentable results attending this failure in gua 
construction. 

In 1855, Congress established a Court of Claims, 
consisting of three judges. To them Ericsson’s 
claim was presented, and they decided unanimously 
that it was just and should be paid. But, up to 
this day Congress has never passed an appropriation 
to settle it. The bill now before Congress should 
be passed without delay and the country rid to this 
extent of the disgrace attending this continued re- 
pudiation of an honorable obligation. The sum 
provided for by no means covers the amount that 
should have been paid to Ericsson, for it does not 
make any allowance for his patent rights, as they 
were not included in the decision in favor of his 
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claim from the tribunal expressly organized by Con. 
gress for the purpose of adjudicating upon such 
cases 


This is the briefest possible statement of the 
facts of the case, and we have the most abundant 
proofs in our possession of the truth of these 
assertions, including letters from Stockton, Erics- 
son, and others, some of which have never been 
presented, as proof. With that nice sense of honor 
characteristic of the man, Ericsson said, in a 
private letter to his attorney, dated Feb. 3, 1845: 
‘*T yesterday sent copies of twelve letters of Stock- 
ton to me touching the Princeton's machinery, etc. 
I have seven letters more on the subject, some of 
which are written in a confiding spimt, and which, 
accordingly, I do not wish to produce, whatever ad- 
vantage might accrue.” 

Jobn Ericsson is dead, but justice is not, and 
no more just claim than his ever appealed to 
the American Congress. It 1s too late to save 
the man to whom the country owes so much from 
the years of annoyance and anxiety and, at times, 
actual pecuniary hardship, to which he was sub- 
jectea by Congressional indifference, but we may 
save ourselves in this one instance, a: all events, 
from the damning disgrace of altogether repudiating 
so righteous an obligation. It is to be remembered 
that the Congressional committee to whom the 
decision of the Court of Claims was referred in 
1857 reported unanimously in favor of an appropri- 
ation to make good its award. 








THE Service Committees of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, as announced by Speaker Reed on Sat- 
urday last, agree with our predictions regarding 
the chairmen and the minority of the Naval Com- 
mittee. The personnel of the Military Committee 
differs very materially from last year’s organization. 
Only two of the old members—Messrs.Cutcheon and 
Rockwell—are in the new list. All the members, 
however, with the exception of two—Messrs, Lan- 
sing, of New York, and Carey, of Wyoming—have 
had previous service in the House, and all except 
three— Messrs Rockwell, Rotertson, and Ca ey— 
have had war service. So it would seem that the 
new committee is not military in name only. Of 
the 13 members of the Naval Committee, only 
five have war records, and only ony—Mr. Boutelle 
—in the Northern service. Six have had previous 
service on the committee: Measrs. Boutelle, Herbert, 
(ex-chairman,) McAdoo, Whitthorne, Elliot and 
Rusk. It also comprises six members who were not 
in the last Congress:—Messrs. Watson, Wallace, De 
Haven, Dolliver, Wheeler and Coleman. The fol 
lowing is the membership of the new Service Com - 
mittees, also of other committees in which the Ser- 


vices are interested:

Tue canteen system is now well under way and 
the War Department is actively pushing it, so that 
at every post, where practicable, one may be estab- 
lished. There is a lack of suitable buildings at 
many posts, but that will be remedied as fast as 
the appropriations will permit. 








Tue Kansas City Times, referring to a complaint 
received from an enlisted man at Oklahoma that 
the troops are kept building houses, digging, etc., 


very sensibly says : 
It isn’t fairto the Service to attempt to parade every 
trifling grievance before the public throu the 
There is no avocation in life in which the waters always run 
emooth and if a man is not willing to provide shelter for 
himself for protection from the cold blasts of winter he 
merely gives evidence that he would not 
pareutt of life. Of cours’, every soldier bas a right to 
wl, u privilege that should not be denied him, but when 
fle pets so slight a pretext as is showa here it is 


time to calla It. 
We heartily concur in these remarks. The Govy- 


ernment is doing all in its power for the welfare 
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and eomfort of its soldiers and to secure justice for 
them. So much the more reason, therefore, that 
recaleitrant and chronie grumblers should be 
treated to a short shrift and taught, by the means 
available in a well-disciplined army, that they have 
come to the end of their tether and must take the 
consequences. 





‘*Max Paul, Troop D, Jefferson Barracks,” in a 
letter to the New York Times on the subject of the 
fines imposed by sentences of Courts-martial on en- 
listed men, says: ‘‘ This is the cause of many deser- 
tions. lt seems that something should be done. A 
stated punishment for a stated offence, by confine- 
ment and not by fining, would be a far better way 
of enforcing discipline.” Many will be found who 
differ with Max in his reasoning and who hold the 
opinion that the moral and practical effect of a fine 
upon a soldier is much greater and much more 
efficacious than confinement without fine. 








THE prompt action of the Senate Military Com- 
mittee in reporting the bill to ingrease the pay of 
privates of the Hospital Corps encourages the be- 
lief that this will be among the first military meas- 
ures to become a law. Senators Hawley and Mand- 
erson are the especial champions of the measure in 
the Senate and Representative Outhwaite in the 
House. The large recruiting depot at Columbus, O., 
is within the Congressional District of Mr. O.,80 that 
he bas a personal knowledge of the justice of the legies 
lation asked for. TheSenate Committee in their re- 
port on the Hawley bill adopt the recommendations 
of Surgeon-General Moore as sufficient reasons for 
favorable action. In this letter, General Moore 
says: “Tbe bill in question meets my unqualified 
approval for the reason that the pay of privates of 


the Hospital Corps as now fixed by law is much less 


than that heretofore given to enlisted men who 
were detailed on extra duty for the performance of 
this service and is not commensurate witb the duties 
required of them. This has produced dissatisfaction 
and discontent among the men and has already im- 
paired the efficiency of the corps. The duties which 
these men are called to perform are often exceed- 
ingly trying and very dangerous; they are fre- 
quently required to lose rest in attendance at night 
upon patients dangerously il! with fevers or wounds; 
also to expose themselves to the contagion of dis- 
eases, as small-pox, erysipelas, measles, etc., and to 
perform other duties about the persons of the help- 
less sick which are often offensive and highly dis- 
agreeable. In addition to this strictly professional 
service they are required to attend drills and lec- 
tures for instruction in the transportation of sick 
and wounded, and in rendering to them first aid in 
emergencies. The soldier of the line has certain 
fixed times for the performance of his duties, and 
if called upon for a service not strictly military is 
paid for it at the rate of 35 or 50 cents per day, while 
the soldier of the Hospital Corps is concinuously on 
duty, and has no special opportunity for recreation 
or for bettering his financial condition by outside 
work.” 








THE scope of work of the Lnspector-General’s De- 
partmeut seems to be increasing through the efforts 
of Inspector-Geperal Breckinridge. In addition to 
the jurisdiction over the reports of inspections of 
National Guard encampments, recently given his 
office, as mentioned in the JOURNAL at the time, he 
has also received authority from the Secretary of 
War to have the officers of his department inspect, 
in addition to the money avcounts, which is now 
done, the personnel of West Point, schools of in- 
struction, ordnance establishments and, in fact, all 
places where officers and enlisted men are stationed. 
There bave been protests from General Benét, Gen - 
eral Casey and Colonel Wilson against this action, 
but there is yet no sign of yielding on the partof the 
Secretary of War and it is now understood that the 
authority for inspecting these institutions will be 
contamed in corrected Army Regulations, which are 
now with the printer. 








THE question is being repeatedly asked, says the 
Kansas City Times, why garrison courts do not 
avail themselves of General Order No. 63, of 1839, 
in cases where the offence isa minor one. At Fort 
Leavenworth, since the issuance of this order, July 
6.in but two cases have these courts given a sen- 
tence for the retention of She fine until discharged. 
Can 1t be possible that members of such courts, and 
even of General Courts-martial, have so soon for- 
gotten of the existence of this order? Why not give 
the men who but seldom appear before a court the 
benetit of the order ? 








One of our correspondents is much disturbed be- 
cause & paragraph was copied into the JourRNAL 
from a daily paper describing a certain officer as 
“the bravest man in the Service.” We quite agree 





with our correspondent in thinking that such char. 
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acterizations are in very bad taste. At the same 
time we would remind him that it remains true that 
another paper did say this, and that our purpose in 
quoting such paragraphs is to show our read- 
ers what is being said elsewhere concerning the 
Services. it does not seem to us that it is always 
necessary to furnish the readers of the JOURNAL 
with the comments upon quoted paragraphs that 
their own intelligence may be supposed to supply. 
This is not a kinder-garten. 








Tue Army Post Traders. present and past, are ar- 
rangivg for a vigorous campaign in Congress this 
winter against {he canteen. They haye formed an 
organization, employed counsel, and 10 other ways 
prepared for a systematic and thorough canvass for 
legislative votes against the policy of the War De- 
partment. On Jan. 6th they hold a convention in 
Wasbington to furnish “additional waysand means” 
to continue their battle. In spite of this strong 
“combine” against the canteen, Army officers are 
satisfied that it bas now become a permanent fix- 
ture in the Army and that the efforts of the Post 
Traders must fail. Nearly three-fcurths of the 
posts now have canteens, and although there are 
some isolated cases of opposition, the popularity of 
the new method of providing for tbe soldiers’ wants 
is corstantly increasing, as is plainly apparent from 
the favorable reports constantly being received in 
the Adjutant General’s Office. 








REFERRING to the alleged statoment by a Brook 
lyn judge that service in the penitentiary was pre- 
ferable to service in the marines, the New York 
Tribune says: **So, another slur at the marines. 
Yet everyone who knows anything about them 
knows tbat, in peace asin war, no branch of the 
U.S. Service has done its whole duty more faith- 
fully, more zealously or more usefully. None has 
borne more patiently with senseless obloquy and 
unreasoning neglect, and of both the poor “ mar. 
ine”’ hasalways, in every service, been tr-ated toan 
extra ration. The truth 1s the marines have, on land 
and sea, a glorious record, such as the country may 
well be proud of. Why does not some one write the 
history of the corps and set it forth?” 





As WE predicted a few weeks ago, several civilians 
will shortly be appointed to 2d Jieutenancies in the 
Army. Ason of Colonel Eugene A. Carr, 6th Cav- 
alry, and A. I. Moriarty, who resigned a 21 lieuten- 
avcy in the 6th Infantry shortly after graduation, 
two years ago, will be nominated when the Senate 
reconvenes, and we understand that one or two 
more will be added to the list. 








We learn that the Swedish Government has re- 
quested that the remains of Jobn Ericsson be com- 
mitted to its custody for interment in bis native 
land, and that our Department of State has sug- 
gested to the Navy Department the propriety of 
sending them over in a national vessel. 





Tus War Department bas adopted the Navy De- 
partment design for a new flag with 42 stars, as il- 
lustrated in the JOURNAL some weeks ago.

RETIREMENT FOR THE “WAR MEN.” 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


AmonG the various bills that have been introduced 
in Congress, or which have been under discussion, 
either in print or otherwise, [ do not remember to 
have seen the following ground covered. This, it 
seems to me, would be all that is necessary to meet 
the present situation, and ought to be satisfactory 
to all concerned, viz.: 

Bett . etc., That any officer of the Army who was 
in service at the ume of the War of the Rebeilion, and has 

ju any grade or rank, either in the regular or volun- 
teer service, in all 25 years, and bas become disabled in the 
line of duty, shall be retired witb one grade higher than the 
rank actually held by him at the date of such retirement. 
And that all officers retired under the provisions of this act 
shall form a separute list, which shall be unlimited, and in 
addition to any retirements in the Army heretofore pro-

THE MILITIA COMMITTEE IN THE HOUSE. 

OnE of the most promising signs of favorable ac- 
tion in Congress in favor of the militia is indicated 
by the composition of the Militia Committee of the 
House, just announced by Speaker Reed. Hitherto 
that committee has been considered one of the least 
important, and it has been rare that any really in- 
fluential men have been found upon it. Its in 
fluence has therefore been but little and its accom- 
plishment less. The general public attention di- 
racted towards the matter of improving the militia 
of the States (as stated in last week’s JOURNAL) bas 
evidently had its effect upon Speaker Reed, and bas 
induced him to recognize the national importance 
of the matters coming before it during the present 
session of Congress in makiog up this committee, 
Certainly no such Militia Committee has been ap- 
pointed for years. General Henderson (lowa), the 
chairman, 1s one of the leading members of the 
House. A man of brains and energy, he is sure of 
the floor and a hearing whenever he seeks them, 
and there are few more competent to carry through 
any measure. The other members of the commit- 
tee are of similar calibre. If they take up the sub- 
ject with vigor, as they unquestionably will, they 
will have an opportunity seldom equalled of making 
national reputations. The present militia laws are 
obsolete and ridiculous. A well-advised measure is 
a well-recognized necessity, and those who will 
frame and varry it through will earn the thanks of 
the nation, irrespective of party, and make friends 
everywhere there is a National Guard.
